The Tuna a Mighty Leaper. 


Exactly how high a ttuia can leap It 


Is dlflh'ult to say. I have seen tlie wa- 
ter beaten Into n foam by thdm four 
miles distant and have a photograph 
showing a fish—a blade streak, at least 
—a mile distant, high In air, a jump of 
certainly ten or fifteen feet, and it is 
my opinion, based on what I have 
seen, that It is possible for a lusty tuna 
nt full speed to project Itself twenty 
feet into the air and thirty or forty 
feet In a horizontal direction. I Judge 
the latter possible from the leap of a 
big tuna which cleared the kelp and 
landed high on the rocks at Santa Cat- 
nllna. I have often stood In the center 
of a school of leaping tunas ami watch- 
ed them, but the situation Is not one 
suggestive of reposo or peace of mind.

The most novel means to build a pulr 


lie highway In Illinois -has been tokea 
by the Kane County Federation of 
Women's Clubs, says an Aurora (111.) 
correspondent of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 
Recently not less than 1,000 


silver spoons, valued nt $2 each, have 
been sold to Improve and to preserve 
curtain historic features of the road- 
way lying along the Fox river from 
Aurora as far north as Elgin and Car- 
poutersvllle. 


Tlie Kane county women have been 


working on this project for over a year, 
but It has only been within the last 
few weeks that thoy hit on tho novel 
plan of raising the money with which 
to carry out their plans, which are In- 
tended to benefit the whole people. 


Tlie work of preserving landmarks 


and beautifying lands abutting on the 
roadways was commenced in the fall 
of l!)or>, when they interested the farm- 
ers to the extent of Inducing them to 
keep their weeds cut down. Then thb 
women engaged a landscape man and 
drove him over the route, the result of 
which was that he drew up a,u elabo- 
rate plan calculated to establish and 
maintain one of the most attractive 
driveways in the state. 


After this came the project of rais- 


ing tlie money, llich men, automobile 
owners, drivers of blooded stock, were 
appealed to, but subscriptions came 
few and Car between. During the most 
of tho last summer there was nothing 
done that led the women workers to 
hope 1'or the consummation of tlie 
project. 


Thou one of tile Aurora women 


broa'-hed the project. She snffgested 
that tlie fund be started by selling sil- 
ver spoons of a special design 


Then the women worl'C'is got their 


heads together in woiking out a de- 
sign. At the start it was determined 
that a leading feature In tlie design 
should be a giod likeness of old Chief 
Shabbona, vvho thousands of times had 
passed over the trail now marked by 
the roadway sought to be Improved 
The name of Khabboua Is an honored 
cue iu Illinois. To tho white settler of 
pioneer days Shabbuna was a friend in- 
deed. 
Histoiy recites that ho saved 


settlements 
from 
massacre and hi 


many other ways so endeared himself 
to tho white ponpie that they revere 
his ineiuory unto this day. They named 
a town for him and erected n Cue rnoii- 
ument at his grave. 


Shabboua's likeness h.;s beeu made 


to appear In the bowl of tlie spoon, and 
tile artist has done some ck-icr worl; 
on other portions of the somemr. The 
stem Is made to reprc^eut one of tli> 
predominating wooiirf of the Fox \ al- 
ley-; on the spreading end of the stem 
there i.-i :i pretty \ lew of tho valie.\ 
nud at tlie tip is the crouch";-,' tV.".:i 
of a fox, emblematic of tlie histo: i> 
river and valley, alon,' and thiuugh 
which the roadway cour-c-.i. 


A New York silversmith wt's given 


tlie task of producing the spoons. 
Al 


first only 500 were ordered, but this 
order was soon doubled, for the spoons 
began selling like the traditional hot 
cakes. 
Where at lirst It was ncit to 


Impossible to stir up any interest in 
the project, people in all of the towns, 
Including Aurora, Datavia, Galena, St. 
Charles 
and 
Elgin, 
began 
buying 


spoons for themselves and for presents. 
The local clubs of all of the towns 
kept the matter humming, and by this 
time, could old Khabboua come back 
from 
the 
happy 
hunting grounds, 


where he has been sleeping for forty- 
eight winters, he would tiud that his 
likeness in white metal has been car- 
ried to almost ever}' state In the Un- 
ion, whore spoons have been sent by 
remem boring friends. 


Inclosed in each box with a spoon Is 


a bit of history, which rends: 


"fchabbona, the Indian chief whose 


picture adorns the bowl of the Fox 
Kiver 
valley 
souvenir spoons, 
was 


probably tlie most conspicuous Indian 
among the many who made their 
homes In the beautiful Fox River val- 
ley before the advent of the white 
man. 
He was horn in Canada about 


1780 of the Ottawa tribe. He married 
the daughter of a Tottawatomle chief, 
and, accordmp to the custom of the 
Indians to adopt the tribe of the wife, 
he became n Pottawatomie. He was 
known na 'the white's man's friend1 
and saved many from massacre, par- 
ticularly during the Black Hawk war 
In 1832. He died at Seneca, III., July 
IS, 1850, nud Is burled in Evergreen 
cemetery, Morris, HI., where a monu- 
ment was erected to his memory." 


The success that' has attended this 


novel venture in road building Is high- 
ly gratifying not only to the women 
workers who originated the scheme, 
but to thousands of people of Illinois 
who love Its historic traditions and 
who glory In the romantic character 
of its river scenery. 


GRANT AND PETERSBURG. 


Where the Confederate Forces Lost a 


Great Opportunity. 


Grant determined to cross the James 


at Wilcox's Lauding, ten miles below 
City I'oiut and entirely out of Lee's 
observation, and to move thence di- 
rectly upon Petersburg with his whole 
army. lie would thus pass in rear of 
Butler and attack the extreme right 
flank of the Confederate Hue, which 
It was certain would now be held by 
only a small force. 
It involved the 


performance of a feat In transporta- 
tion which had never been equaled 
and might well be considered impossi- 
ble without days of delay. 


It was all accomplished without mis 


hap and In such an Incredibly short 
time that Lee refused for three days to 
believe It. 
During these three days, 


June 15, 18 nud 17, Grant's whole army 
was arriving at and attacking Peters- 
burg, which was defended at first only 
by Benurcgard with about 2,500 men. 
Lee, with Longstreet's and Hill's corps, 
for the same three days lay idle In the 
woods on the north side, only replac- 
ing some of Bcauregard's troops taken 
to Petersburg from in front of Butler. 


But for this Longstreet's corps might 


have manned the Intrenchmeuts of Pe- 
tersburg when Grant's troops flrst ap- 
peared before them, and it Is not too 
much to claim that his defeat would 
hare been not less bloody and disas- 
trous than was the one at Cold Har- 
bor, for, while the iutrenchrnents at 
Cold Harbor were the poorest and 
slightest in which we ever fought, the 
Petersburg lines had been built a year 
before and were of the best character, 
with some guns of position mounted 
and all the forest In front cleared 
away to Rive range to tbe artillery. 


This, then, was really the nearesi 


approach to "a crisis" which occurred 
during the war. Instead of "success 
elsewhere," Grant he.ro escaped a sec- 
ond defeat more bloody and moreover 
whelming than any preceding. 
Thus 


the last and perhaps the best chances 
of Confederate success were not lost 
In the repulse of Gettysburg nor In any 
combat of arms. 
They were lost dur- 


ing three days of lying In camp, be- 
lieving that Grant was hemmed in by 
tlie broad part of the James below 
City Point and had nowhere to go but 
to come ami attack us. 
The entire 


credit for the stratetry belongs, I be- 
lieve, to Grant, though possibly It may 
be shared by his chief of staff, Hum- 
phreys, whose modest narrative makefc 
no reference to the subject.—General 
E. P. Alexander in Scribner's.

Bill Allowing Trolley Cars to Carry 


Freight Created Heated Discussion 
In House—Other Newsy Items From 
Harrlsburg. 
Harrlsbui'fr, Pa., Feb. IS. — Manj 


members of the legislature are com- 
plaining bitterly over the enormous 
expense they are under In attending 
to the duties as legislators. Most ol 
them are obliged to go to their homes 
every week, and tho expense of rail 
roiid travel while making the journey 
and of hotel bills while here is fast 
eating up the $1500 compensation al- 
lowed them by the state. 


Some of the members have even 


gone so tar as to consider the ad- 
visability of introducing legislation 
compelling railroads to issue passes 
to members and officers of the senate 
and house. There is no doubt that such 
a bill would be introduced if the per- 
son presenting it did not fear the ridi- 
cule that might be hurled at him, and 
there is no doubt the bili would be 
passed if the members could enact it 
by a viva voce vote 


The state will allow mileage to mem- 


bers for weekly trips home at the rate 
of two cents a mile, if a bill presented 
by Mr. Miner, of Luzerne, becomes a 
law. If a member should get a pass he 
is not to have mileage. The bill pro- 
vides that representatives and sena- 
tors shall be paid on a new basis for 
their services. They are to receive $20 
a. day, but not more than $1500 for a 
regular session or ?1000 for a special 
session. 
Every 'legislator must be 


present at roll call or ho does not gei 
his money. 
However, he can colled 


if he is absent on account ot illness 
or on bu&iuess of the house. He is al 
lowed $50 lor postage for a regular 
session and $25 lor a special session 
A contingent fund of $1000 is allowet 
the president pro tern, of the senate 
and the speaker ot the house. This bl! 
would have one very good effect. 
I 


would be tlie means of obtaining i 
quorum at every session. But it would 
not keep the members in their seats 
throughout a session. Another $20 
day might be necessary to glue them 
to their seats. 


Such a bill does not go to the spo 


as a free pass bill would do. Those 
favoring such a law set forth the argu- j 
roent that If there was such a law 
members of the legislature could ride 
free and still be under no obligations 
to the railroads. A law of the kind is 
in effect in New Jersey, and it is said 
to work perlcctly satisfactorily—to the 
New Jersey legislators. It is predicted 
that the pass business will be resumed 
by the railroads before another legis- 
lature meets. 


There is no question about it, the 


railroad companies have evinced a de- 
sire to treat the legislators right That 
they are exerting a friendly influence 
with the law makers is evident from 
the fact that the laiter, many of them 
at least, are inclined to say kind things 
now about the railroads. Speeches in 
public and private are being made, 
and the subject in every instance is 
"square deal," "fair play" and the like. 
The argument is used that corpora- 
tions are as much 
entitled to 
fair 


treatment as individuals. 


Some very clever arguments were 


presented by the very clever attorneys 
of the railroads against the creation of 
the proposed railroad commission. Now 
this is one of the platform pledges of 
the Republican paity. However much 
the Republicans might desit* 
commodate the railroads, it Is 
co see how such a plank in the plat- 
form could be quite ignored. 


President George F. Baer, of 
the 


Philadelphia & Reading, in a letter to 
the members of the legislature, inti- 
mates that it is not incumbent upon 
any one to carry out the pledges made 
by him before the election. 
Mr. Baer 


put xip quite an argument against the 
proposed two-cent-a-mile law. His lead- 
Ing argument against a reduction in 
the fare was that tlie company needed 
the money. 


Some of these hard-hearted legisla- 


tors are not paying the attention they 
should to the pleadings of the cor- 
porations. Consequently when the cor- 
poration measures make their appear- 
ance on the floor of the house or sen- 
ate these independent law makers are 
going to give somebody trouble. 


The corporations will exert their ut- 


most endeavors on all occasions to 
have bills inimical to their interests 
recommitted. Then they will see that 
they are smothered to death in com 
mittee. That is. the program, and a 
powerful lobby Is at work to carry It 
out.

$170,000. The repealor that has been 
passed was introduced in the senato 
by Elliott Rodgers, of Pittsburg. The 
act that is killed by it was passed at 
the Instigation of some largo financial 
corporations of Philadelphia. 


Notwithstanding the fact that for- 


mer Governor Samuel W. Pennypacker 
vetoed a bill to establish, a state de- 
partment of charities a measure with 
that object In view was introduced by 
Representative Thomas, of Bucks. Mr. 
Thomas' bill abolishes the state board 
of charities. The proposed department 
Is to be headed by a commissioner to 
be paid $GOOO a year and a deputy at 
$2500 a year. 


The bill that has created more dis- 


cussion in the house than any that has 
thus for been introduced was the meas- 
ure allowing trolley cars to carry 
freight 
The discussion at times was 


heated and some sharp pointed re- 
marUs were exchanged between the Re- 
publican and Democratic leaders of the 
house. The fact is that of all legisla- 
tion affecting the railroads nothing Is 
more inimical than ihts hill. Aa Mr. 
Creasy, Democrat, stated on the fioor 
ot the house, he has been trying for 
years to get a bill like this through. 
The railroad Interests always had been 
able to choke it off before it got even 
a peep of daylight 


When the Republican state conven- 


tion Inserted a trolley freight plank in 
the platform the general Impression 
was that it was all off for the rail- 
roads. The bill was sent back to com- 
mittee for amendment and by the time 
the committee Is through with It 'he 
railroad companies of the state will be 
worse off than ever. For It is intended 
to tighten the bill up a bit and In ad- 
dition give the boroughs and townships 
the right to make regulations for the 
traction companies in the matter as to 
how and when freight shall be car- 
ried by the companies. 


It was pointed out during the discus- 


sion of the biil on second reading that 
according to the way tho hill then 
stood the trolley companies could carry 
freight In the same cars with passen- 
gers and could haul it whenever they 
pleased regardless of the comfort or 
convenience of the passengers or the 
property owners along the street car 
lines. Mr. Creasy offered an amend- 
ment rectifying some of these defects 
and a portion of it is likely to bo in- 
corporated in the bill. 


It is reported that the railroad com- 


panies of the state are preparing to 
gobble up the traction lines in order 
to escape the great competition the 
freight carrying traction lines will give 
them under tho new law. Just how 
they would go about it and keep within 
the law Is not known.

A NEW FISH BILL. 


The Department of Fisheries has pro- 


pared and had Introduced in the Bouse a 
bill which n Intended tu take the place 
of ill acts now in force relating to fishing 
in inland waters. 
It embraoei ilnty- 


three lections and oevrri every kind of 
fishing and flah protection. 
It ii more 


liberal than any hill ever before prepared 
cr pretested and ibonltl satisfy any oi- 
cept those who do not want any Bah laws. 


It allows two rods or two hand lines, 


an unlimited number ot tip-nps, bobs for 
eels end catfish, snaring for suckers, eel 
pot« In other than trout streams, dip nets, 
ryke nets, soo»p nets for minnows, Sin 
batkets for eels, earp and Backers, forbids 
tale of brook Iront, ui« of dynamite or 
poison and obstructing streams so that 
fish eannot migrate, fixes an open and 
close eeuoB and minimum size of fish 
caught and provides for payment of a 
small license fee foi catching fish for 
market or sale, Dnnatmillzed cltltens 
can only be granted license to fish with 
nd book and line. This bill is tha re- 
sult of enquiry among fishermen In the 
State and probably will meet the views 
of a grant majority. 
It would not apply 


to the Delaware river without concurrent 
legiilaUoa. 


With tbe aid of Democratic votes the 


bill limiting tbe time of consecutive 
employment 
of trainmen to sixteen 


boars has been defeated in Congress. 
Tbe bill asreiiorted from the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign com- 
merce contained an amendment by Repre- 
sentative Wanger, eitendlng tbe measure 
In a modified form to railroad telegraph- 
en and train dispatchers. Mr. Winger's 
amendment provided that operators shall 
not work more than nine consecutive hours 
In station and towers which are kept 
open day and night and their employ- 
ment on day stations was limited to thir- 
teen hours.

Carp as Food. 


Warden George D. Shannon, of Phila- 


delphia, has sent a very interesting re- 
port to Fish Commissioner Meehan con- 
cerning the carp industry in Philadel- 
phia in 1906. 


According to the report the sales of this 


Zenora.i]y execrated fish was only about 
68,000 less than the sales of shad, her- 
ring and fresh water hsh caught in the 
Delaware river and acid in Philadelphia 
markets. Mr. Shannon says there were 
iold 3,136,375 pounds, realizing $203,- 
371. 
He says the sale of carp this year 


ias been in excess ot all previous yoars 
and that on an average 40,000 poundn of 
carp are consumed weekly in Philadel- 
phia. About one-third of the fiah are 
alive when sold and the other two-thirds 


e taken into the market as dead fish. 
For two weeks in November live carp 


sold at from 13 to M cents and dead stock 
was quoted at from 9 to 10 cents a pound. 
Che retail prices for live fish wece ftom 
6 to 18 cents a pound; dead fieh from 10 
to U cents a pound. A live carp of three 
lounds sold duving the last week in 
November at a higher price than ehucl 
usually sell during the open season.

waters. In his report of the shad and 
lenina industry, Mr. Shannon confines 
himself entirety to the bust DOBS as con- 
doc Led ia Philadelphia, whloh amount*

'ennsylvftnia nets which amounted to 
184,613. 
Thirty thousand one hundred 


and fifteen shad were caught by Pennsyl- 
'ania nets and the Bah were sold at an 
iverage of forty-five cents enob. 
There 
s invested in boats and nets by Penn 
ylvania fishermen 112,865 and the total 
number of men employed was 179. 


Mr. Shannon concludes his.report by 


leclaring that the carp dealers in Phil- 
idelphia wunt a law to protect the fieh.
